A Wellington bomber crashed on the 
western slopes of Thomas Mountain, 
one of the lesser peaks of the Mourne 
range, near Newcastle, County Down, 
on Monday afternoon, six of the 
occupants being killed. 

The rear gunner, who had 
burns, was the only survivor. 


THREE DEAD AND 26 
INJURED IN ENGLAND 


People who ran to help the occupants 
of a ‘plane, three of. whom were 
killed, when it crashed on a bungalow 
were themselves injured when the 
petrol tank blew up. The ’plane was 
an air transport auxiliary taxi, and 
the crash occurred on Sunday. The 
pilot, Flying Officer Graham Lever, 
aid Third Officer Bridget Hill and 
Third Officer Bessie Sayers, both of 
the A.T.A., were killed.

RUSSIAN TANKS BREAK 
THROUGH 


M OSCOW, Tuesday.—Hard on 

the heels of his successes 
north and south of the German life- 
line on the central front, General 
Zhukov has struck another blow at 
the most easterly positions of the 
German ‘‘pocket’’ which still 
checks the Russian advance to 
Smolensk. 

While his pincer arms threaten to 
‘‘sew up ” the open Western end of 
the bulge at any moment, he is re- 
ported to have captured a place de- 
signated ‘‘P,’’ which is believed to be 
Pysjovka, ten miles east of Vyazma, 
on the great highway along which his 
troops are advancing from Gijatsk. 

Elsewhere on the Smolensk front 
Russian tanks have broken through 
formidable German fortifications and 
scored important successes on a number 
of sectors. 

From Southern Russia there is little 
fresh news of the Red Army’s effort to 
expel the invaders from Kharkov, 
Taganrog and the positions in between 
east of the Dnieper, as well as from 
the Eastern Crimea, before the spring. 

Unofficial reports say that German 
losses in the Donetz Basin now are 
2,000 men daily, and that their counter- 
attacks are being launched’ with 
desperation in face of the carefully- 
planned blows of the Soviet troops. 

Around Staraya Russa the great 
land and air conflict progressed another 
step towards the annihilation of 
General Von Busch’s encircled 16th 
Army, when Soviet troops captured one 
of the “most important points” of 
resistance—designated ‘‘N’’—on the 
Southern summit of a commanding 
height. German efforts were directed 
towards keeping the Russians down in 
the valley, and two divisions were con- 
centrated for the purpose along a sector 
less than eight miles in length. Russian 
troops stormed the village and cap- 
tured it after a fierce battle, in which 
German killed and wounded totalled 
1,500, and no less than 85 guns—their 
number is an indication’ of 
the importance attached to the 
position—were captured, together 
with much other material. 
All German attempts to relieve the 
beleaguered mm with fresh troops 
rushed up from Latvia have failed. 

German accounts dwell largely upon 
the weather, and suggest that Russian 
successes have been achieved only by 
the utilisation of overwhelming num- 
bers.- One High Command report said 
that east of Orel no less than 59 
attacks were launched in the first week 
of March.—(Press Association and 
Reuter. ) 


GERMAN ACCOUNTS 


BERLIN, Tuesday.—Soviet attacks 
yesterday against a German infantry 
division south-east of Lake Ilmen are 
reported by German Radio, which 
claims that they were beaten off. The 
Radio added :—‘‘ German dive-bombers 
attacked Soviet artillery positions on 
the. Kerch Peninsula and on the Sebas- 
topol front. Rumanian artillery fire 
broke up Soviet preparations for an 
attack.’’ 

North of Taganrog, the German 
announcer said, the Russians had made 
heavy armed attempts to break through 
the German lines. 

The German News Agency claims 
German successes on the central front, 
where, in a violent snowstorm and 45 
degrees of frost. two Russian rifle 
divisions and four cavalry divisions are 
said to have been severely handled and 
forced to withdraw. Strong forces 
NS to pierce German positions 
were repulsed with Soviet losses of over 
10,000 killed and 2,000 prisoners.— 
(Reuter.) 


TANKS ENGAGED IN 
LIBYA 


Tuesday’s British communiqué from 
Cairo said :—‘‘ There was _ increasegl 
enemy movement in the forward area 
throughout Monday. A strong enemy 
column, including tanks, moved forward 
in the Cherima area, but withdrew 
on the approach of our mobile forces. 
A successful action by a mixed force 
resulted in casualties being inflicted 
un the enemy west of Cherima. Our 
Air Forces have successfully countered 
enemy air activity in the forward 
area.’ 


PRESIDENT SIGNS AMENDED 
CONSTITUTION 


In accordance with Section 5 of 
Article 25 of the Constitution, the 
President yesterday signed the text 
of the Constitution embodying the 
amendments enacted by the first and 
second Amendment of the Constitu- 
tion Acts, 1939 and 1941, respectively. 
The amended text was prepared under 
the supervision of the Taoiseach, and 
was wuthenticated by his signature 
and that of the Chief Justice before 
resentation to the President. The 
aoiseach was present at Árus an 
Uachtarain when the text was signed.

NEW RATIONING OF 
CLOTHES AND FUEL 


— H new belt-tightening 
measures for the austere living 


era, 
Cripps, were disclosed yesterday by 
Mr. Hugh Dalton, President of the 
Board of Trade, when he announced 
that a 25 per cent. cut is to be made 
in the clothes ration, and that a 
comprehensive fuel rationing scheme 
is being planned to include coal, gas 
and electricity. 

Sir John Anderson, Lord President 
of the Council, broadcast the state- 
ment that “other measures will have 
to follow,” and said that 60 per cent. 
of Britain’s resources are being spent 
in the national effort.

There is, however, no reason why the 
people should be shabbily dressed, as 
the reduced ration will allow for the 
replacement of necessary clothes worn 
out. The civilian clothing ration is

Now that voint has been made per- 
fectly clear to me.” 

Other letters, received from people 
who voluntarily put their daily diet on 
a NBBL. basis upon the announcement 
of the starting of ‘the League,

crpaL, COLLEGE or Domestic Science,

reveal that ‘“ knife-and-fork meals ”’ 
are being adopted generally as a solu- 
tion to the dietetic problems which 
membership brings. 

One family of two adults and three 
children, which used to consume two 
large and two small loaves a day, has 
reduced this to two small loaves. 
“ We are,” writes the mother, “ using 
very little bread, even at teatime, 
which has always been our chief bread- 
eating meal of the day. At breakfast 
we are substituting potato-cakes for 
bread, frying them in the pan with 
whatever else we are having. We now 
take a two o’clock dinner, at which 
we do not use wheat food of any sort. 
A knife-and-fork meal of some kind 
at both tea and supper has been our 
solution, and, although it is sometimes 
difficult to plan these from a nourish- 
ing point of view, 1 have found this to 
be the only way possible to keep to the 
idea of the League.” 


BELFAST PROTESTANT 
HOMES RAIDED 


PROTEST IN HOUSE OF 
COMMONS 


The police raids on the premises of 
the Ulster Union Club, Belfast, and 
the homes of Protestants in the city 
were the subject of questions and pro- 
tests in the Northern Parliament 
yesterday. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (N.) asked 
the Minister whether any person on the 
club premises was detained and any- 
thing calculated to justify the raid was 
found on the premises. He also asked 
if the membership of the club com- 
prised gentlemen, mainly Protestant, 
in literary, business and professional 
life, who advocated the ‘development 
of an Irish outlook and friendship 
between the North and South. 

Sir Dawson Bates—No persons were 
detained on the premises of the club 
when it was raided, nor were any 
seditio documents found. Events 
leading to the raid were the discovery 
of arms and a large quantity of 
seditious literature in the garage and 
home of a person who admitted that 
he was: a member of the I.R.A. and 
also of the Ulster Union Club. In a 
search of anothér house occupied by 
members of the Ulster Union Club the 
police found a duplicating machine, a 
typewriter, parts of a printing 
machine, a subversive document in 
course of production on the duplicating 
machine, and a number of articles in 
manuscript which obviously emana 
from I.R.A. sources and were intended 
for duplication.

FALL ON 
PETROL CUT

INCE motoring restrictions, 
mainly in the form of curtail- 
ment of petrol supplies, came into 
operation following the outbreak of 
the war, the number of motor 
vehicles on Irish roads decreased by 
nearly 20,000, writes an Irish Times 
reporter. : 

In 1939 there were 73,000 registered 
vehicles. This year that number fell 
to 55,000, those principally affected 
being private cars, of which there now 

re 14,000 in commission. With the 
discontinuance of the petrol allowance 
in May next, the majority of these will 
be put off the roads, and the loss to 
the revenue will be at the rate of 
£140,000 per annum. 

Having regard to the severity of the 
restrictions already imposed, the de- 
cline in the number of vehicles is not 
impressive, but the fall in mileage has 
been very considerable. Reactions to 
the latest bad news have varied from 
complete resignation to optimism. 
Most motorists expected the worst, and 
accept it without grumble; a number 
encourage the hope that the cessation 
of supplies in May will be a temporary 
measure, saol to enable the Go- 
vernment to accumulate stocks of 
kerosene and fuel oil for harvest pur- 
poses at the expense of the petrol 
quota for that month; while others 
still express annoyance at what the 
describe as an obvious waste of petrol. 


GARAGES HARD HIT 


Whatever happens, short of the end 
of the war, petrol allowances for pri- 
vate cars will not be the same again, 
and, with the private drivers of the 
roads, because motoring will be an 
uneconomic proposition, hundreds of 
the smaller hu and garages in the 
business will have to close down. Com- 
mercial transport might possibly keep 
a few of the larger firms going, but 
the great proportion of work done in 
garages, repair shops and engineering 
establishments was provided by the 
private car. : 

A number oí people who are pro- 
minent in motoring circles said yester- 
day that there is not likely to be a 
complete stoppage of motoring in May 
because of the discontinuance of petrol 
allowances. Quite a number of people 
still have some petrol left in private 
tanks, and it is presumed _ that 
in these cases, as well as 
in the case of cars owned 
by doctors, clergymen, etc., the cars 
will be used for essential purposes. 
Having regard to the proposed curtail- 
ment of commercial supplies, it is likely 
that the “ black market ” in petrol, 
which sometimes ran the price up to as 
high as 10s. 6d. per gallon, will re- 
ceive a death blow, for most of the 
‘‘ illicit ”” petrol was secured by saving 
on commercial transport requirements. 


SOME COMPLAINTS 


It is felt that in the interpretation 
of “ essential purposes” the Govern- 
ment should make some allowance for 
such people as architects and engineers, 
who have to travel distances into the 
country to perform work of some 
importance. Those people 
‘still are classified as private motorists. 
There is definite resentment among 
motorists at the preferential treatment 
extended to ciergymen, city doctors, 
university professors, and teachers, and 
one motogist declared that in his own 
area alone there were several retired 
clergymen availing themselves of twice 
as much petrol as the average business- 
man for the- “‘ performance of their 
duties.” 

Another businessman complained of 
the use city doctors were making of 
their special supplies, saying that at 
one Dublin golf course last week he saw 
no fewer than twenty cars belonging to 
medical men. It was admitted by a 
doctor that the city doctors were all 
right on their allowance, but the 
country men, especially the dispensary 
doctors, were finding it difficult to 
make do even with an increased supply 
recently granted to them by the 
Minister. If their supply was cut, he 
said, there would be weeping and wail- 
ing, and they certainly could not do 
their work.

WITH E-BOATS 


UNSUCCESSFUL ATTACK 
ON CONVOY 


A! ee 
IVE E-boats were sunk, and five 


more damaged—with ome or 
more of these possibly sunk—by the 
British Navy and the Royal Air 
Force in the North Sea and the 
Channel within about 24 hours, the 
Admiralty disclosed last night -n a 
communiqué giving details of a 
night to dawn battle on Sunday off 
the east coast, in which destroyers 
beat off an attack on a convoy. 

The destroyer Vortigern was lost in 
the fight, but not a ship in the convoy 
was damaged. These actions were 
entirely separate from that in the 
English Channel on Saturday morning, 
when, as already announced, two 
E-boats were destroyed. “Thus, 
during the week-end,” adds the 
communiqué, the enemy lost five 
E-boats, with two others damaged, 
apart from losses inflicted by the Royal 
Air Force. 

‘Saturday. night was very dark, 
with no moon. The sea was calm,” 
said the communiqué. 

“Shortly before 9 p.m. E-boats 
attacked one of our convoys in the 
North Sea. No ship of the convoy was 
damaged, but the destroyer H.M.S. 
Vortigern (Lieut.-Commander R. 8. 
Howlett, R.N.) was hit with two 
torpedoes and sank. The next-of-kin 
of casualties have been informed. The 
E-boats were engaged by the destroyers 
H. M. 8. Holderness (Lieut. A. J. R. 
White, R.N.) and H.M.S. Wallace 
(Lieut.-Commander E. G. Heywood- 
Lonsdale, D.8S.C., R.N.). One E-boat 
was sunk by H.M.8. Holderness, and 
H.M.8. Wallace damaged another. 

“H.M.8. Guillemot (Lieut. S. R. Le 
H. Lombard-Hobson, R.N.) heard the 
explosion of the torpedoes and the gun- 
fire, at once closed the scene of action, 
and then swept to the eastward in 
search ot E-boats. A few minutes 
later H.M.S. Guillemot sighted an 
E-boat lying in wait, stalked it, and 

ot within 50 yards without being seen. 

.M.8. Guillemot then opened fire with 
every gun if could bear. The E-boat 
was hit amidships on the waterline by 
a 4-inch shell and by a large number 
of rounds from heavy machine-guns. 

““ At that moment another E-boat was 
sighted in a favourable position to 
attack H.M.S. Guillemot. H.M.S. 
Guillemot at once gave chase, but was 
unable to come up with the enemy 
owing to his superior speed. After 
chasing away this E-boat H.M.S. 
Guillemot returned, but could find no 
trace of the E-boat with which she had 
previously been in action, and itis 
considered that this boat was sunk. 


OFF DUTCH COAST 


“ At 6.35 on Sunday morning, March 
15th, three of our motor gunboats, 
under the command of Lieutenant H. 
L. R. Horne, R.N., intercepted an 
E-boat some nine miles off Ymuiden, 
the German base on the Dutch coast. 
The E-boat was at once heavily 
engaged, and when last seen was sink- 
ing by the bow. i 

‘* Later four E-boats approached from 
the eastward. One of our motor gun- 
boats, commanded by Sub-Lieutenant 
P. A. R. Thompson, R.C.N.V.RB.. 
fought. a running fight with three of 
these E-boats until all her ammunition 
was exhausted. She then withdrew. 
During this rr one E-boat was 
severely damaged. 

“ All our motor gunboats returned 
safely. 

“ As has been announced by the Air 
Ministry, Spitfires later found the four 
E-boats, one of which was badly 
damaged. They attacked them and set 
one on fire and badly damaged the 
other three. Later other aircraft which 
went cut to attack found no E-boats. 
but much wreckage and many bodies 
in the sea. 

“ In these engagements there was no 
loss of life in any of our motor gun- 
boats or in H.M.S. Wallace, H.M.S, 
Holderness or H.M.S. Guillemot.” 

Two lifeboats put out from the 
east coast early on Sunday morning 
after the sea battle had been on some 
hours. After an eiglit-hour search 
they returned, having taken from the 
water 12 dead sailors from a British 
destroyer. One boat was in charge of 
Second Coxswain J. J. Davies.—( Press 
Association: )
